BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 
Fig. 1 is a top view taken from above of my two-colored woven oval shoe lace. 
Fig. 2 is a cross-sectional view of my shoe lace. 
Fig 3 is a top view taken from above showing Figs. 91, 92, 93 and 94. 
Fig 4 is a broken apart side view of my shoe lace. 
Fig 5 is a cross-sectional view of my shoe lace showing Fig. 95. 
Fig. 90 is an enlarged cross-sectional view of my shoe lace. 
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Fig. 91 is an enlarged cross-sectional view of the yellow portion of my shoe lace. 
Fig. 92 is an enlarged cross-sectional view of the royal blue portion of my shoe lace. 
Fig. 93 is also an enlarged cross sectional view of the blue portion of my shoe lace. 
Fig. 94 is a further enlarged cross-sectional view of the blue portion of my shoe lace. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE PREFERRED EMBODIMENT 
The preferred embodiment is a pair of my unique oval woven shoe laces. Each lace is made 
of polyester fibers and is about 5 1 inches long and each lace end is tipped and cut. One end of each 

O lace is colored a solid canary yellow and the other end is a solid royal blue. The circumference of
